Dallas, May G. — Complete returns 
from last Saturday’s primaries show 
that out of a total of 227,278 thus far 
accounted for Senator Bailey has a 
majority of 21,306 of the popular vote, 
and that he will have more than two- 
thirds of the delegate vote in tho 
State convention at Fort Worth. . 
Johnson carried only three Congres­ 
sional Districts, the Third, the Tenth 
and the Eleventh. 
Johnson lost the 
Fifth or Dallas District, though there 
is a bare possibility that the returns 
yet to be received from this district 
may change this apparent result.

Democratic Primaries In the Hands OY 
Bailey Men. 
Dallas, May G.—In quite a num­ 
ber of counties carried bv Johnson 
in the primaries the county conven­ 
tion yesterday was captured by the 
Bailey forces and elected Bailey del­ 
egates to the Fort Worth convention. 
This was notably tru% in Coleman, 
Comanche, Brown, Williamson and 
Wood Counties. 
This action, taken 
yesterday, makes it manifest that the 
Bailey forces were better organized 
and gave closer attention to the pre­ 
cinct. conventions on last Saturday. 
The most material effect of this 
work is that, although Johnson car­ 
ried the Tenth Congressional Dis­ 
trict by more than 800 votes, Bailey 
will have twenty out of the thirty- 
one delegate votes from that district 
in the State. Convention, which pre­ 
sages Hie election of Bailey delegates 
from that district to the Denver con­ 
vention. 
In the Third District and in the 
Eleventh District, both of which 
were carried by Johnson, the John­ 
son delegates will predominate in 
the State Convention, notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that Wood County, 
which is in the Third District, sent 
a Bailey delegate to the State Con­ 
vention, although that county was 
carried by Johnson. 
In the Third 
District Bailey wdll have 17 out of a 
total of 37 votes, and in the Elev­ 
enth District he will have 9 votes 
out of a total of 37. 
All of the counties in Texas to­ 
gether are entitled to 643 votes in 
the State Convention. 
Twenty-five 
of them held no county conventions. 
This will reduce the total vote to 
G03. 
Reports received up to last 
night cover 481 votes. 
Of these the 
Bailey forces have 3421-2 and the 
Johnson forces 1381-2.

Tw ister Deals Death and Destruction 
In its Course. 
Conway, Ark., May G.—A destruc­ 
tive tornado passed in a northerly di­ 
rection two miles west of Conway 
at 5 o’clock Monday evening, leav­ 
ing in its wake forty homeless fam­ 
ilies and eighteen persons injured, 
some seriously. 
It is reported that 
three persons were killed at Apollo, 
Conway County, but confirmation is 
lacking. 
The storm could be plain­ 
ly seen from Conway. 
The homes of G. B. Evans, Rev. 
Alex (Tye and James Kilpatrick 
were raised from the earth by the 
force of the storm and torn into 
fragments, the wreckage being scat­ 
tered for long distances in the path 
of the wind. 
The families at all 
these places were in the houses at 
the time the storm struck, but the 
only person seriously injured is Mrs. 
M. B. Evans, who sustained several 
broken ribs. 
Many negro homes of flimsy con­ 
struction were wrecked by the wind, 
and two negro churches were blown 
down. 
One school house was blown 
down, and it is reported that an un­ 
known negro is dead as the result 
of injuries received. 
Dumas: A terrific storm, accom­ 
panied by much lightning, thunder 
and rain, struck this section last 
night about 8 o’clock. 
It was evi­ 
dent that great damage had been 
done toward the west, and news lias 
been received here that the home of 
Will J. Martin, who resided with his 
wife near 41 ills postoffice, in Lincoln 
Count, had been completely demol­ 
ished, that Mrs. Martin had been 
killed and Will Martin himself es­ 
caped with his right leg fractured 
in two places.

The farmers think it 
would he too late to plant corn, and 
as the bulk of the bottom ground 
was in corn, wlithit and oats, all this 
ground will be put in cotton. 


Fort "Wayne, Ind., May 4.—Ter. 
known to be dead, many missing and 
thirteen seriously injured, is the re­ 
sult of a fire that destroyed the new 
Aeoline Hotel, Fort W ayne's princi­ 
pal hotel, at an early hour yesterday 
morning. 
Chief of Police Ancen- 
brueh said yesterday afternoon he 
believed twenty bodies were still in 
Hic ruins. The entire interior of the 
building is a smouldering heap of 
ruins, and how many dead there are 
concealed by the debris can onlv be 
conjectured. 
The 
totel 
register 
was consumed by the fire, and there 
are no accurate means of determin­ 
ing who is missing. 
The fire was discovered at 3:30 
o’clock in the morning in the eleva­ 
tor shaft by Night Clerk Ralph Pip­ 
kins. He rushed to the upper floors, 
alarming the guests until the flames, 
which had spread with appalling rap­ 
idity, drove him back. 
His efforts, 
however, saved many lives. The ho­ 
tel was erected half a century ago, 
and the woodwork was dry as tinder. 
It burned like matchwood and with­ 
in a few minutes after the time the 
fire was discovered the whole interior 
of the hotel was a mass of flames that 
filled the corridors and rooms with 
suffocating clouds of smoke and laid 
fiery harriers across all means of es­ 
cape, save by the windows. 
The fire department rescued many 
by means of ladders, hut some, fren­ 
zied by tho onward rush of the 
flames, leaped from high windows to 
the paved street.

Dallas, May 2. — Mrs. Lucinda 
Needy, aged 99 years and eight 
months, died yesterday morning at 
6 o’clock at the home of her daugh­ 
ter, Mrs. Milos Hopkins, about one 
mile south of Gale Cliff. 
Few women in Hie United States 
enjoyed the same distinction 
as 
51 rs. 
Ned Iv. 
She enjoyed every 
minute of her long life in spite of 
the fact that she came of pioneer 
parents and endured the hardships 
and trials of the frontier life her­ 
self. 
She was probably the oldest 
Confederate mother in the South, 
and was revered and respected by 
every old soldier iii Dallas County. 
She was the mother of four sons, 
two of whom fought and died wear­ 
ing the gray, leaving only one off­ 
spring who returned home from the 
war alive. He is cx-County Commis­ 
sioner Neel Iv, well known in county 
politics, and a grandfather himself.

Colonel Gary Dead in Washington. 


Washington: Colonel Thomas A. 
Gary, for many years a citizen of 
Galveston, died in this eiiv Wednes­ 
day.

The “Brewers’ Church.” 
Spitalfields parish church, the pat­ 
ronage of which has just been trans­ 
ferred from a famous firm of brewers 
to the bishop of London, was consid­ 
ered, when erected about 1728, for a 
district separated from Stepney, the 
largest modern church in London. It 
stands upon a burial ground of Roman 
and Saxon London, where Stow found,

of

her ears the mouth of the pot.”

brother antiquary found a skull “which 
he believed to be

Some Saxon stone cutters are still 
preserved in the vaults. At the Cross 
in this parish was formerly preached 
the historic “Spital sermon,” which
